You have heard it said that churches and newspapers rise 
and tall together. In e v e n hand bent under a tyrants’ yoke, For 
two things stand out : (1) a controlled press and (2) an in­ 
timidated church. You may put it down for a truism that 
there cannot long be a free church in ,t nation which has a 
slave press. By the same token, a free press will not endure 
alongside an imprisoned church. 
The two thus are dependent on each other and complemen­ 
tary’ to each other. The press maintains freedom of the mind 
and the church preserves freedom of the spirit. Both are 
necessary. Take one away and the other is sorely distressed. 
Perhaps It is significant that the first Article of the Bill 
of Rights recognizes this church-press partnership by pro­ 
viding specifically that Congress shall make no law (1) 
respecting the establishment of religion and (2) abridging 
freedom of press or speech. A third prohibition forbids any 
abridgement of the right to assemble peacefully together. 
It is significant that the founders of our country placed 
these two guarantees of press freedom and religious free­ 
dom together back to back. 
As newspapers of this nation observe their “ w eek" and 
dedicate themselves to the cherished task of keeping the 
people informed, they salute the churches of the land fur 
their transcendent responsibility of keeping people 
to their religious beliefs. 
No faithful nation served by an informed press 
to ever fall prey to false doctrine or false god.

Ben-Gurion. I found him at the 
hotel Shoron where he was spend­ 
ing a few days bathing in the 
Mediterranean. 
Mrs. 
Ben-Gurion, 
who 
was 
raised in Brocklxn and whom ev­ 
eryone in Israel calls by her first 
name, “ Paula," met me in the 
hotel corridor. 
“You want to see the old man?" 
she said, and escorted me into 
his room. It was the same hotel 
room 1 had occupied last year. 
The Prime Minister, now 71. did 
not look old. He had been doing 
Yoga exercises on the beach* and 
at that moment was reading a 
thick volume of Greek philosophy 
as part of his vacation relaxa­ 
tion. 
Ben-Gurion 
was 
interested 
in 
the fact that I had been to Syrio 
and peppered me with questions. 
At one point 
I interrupted Lhe 
questions 
to

dead-pan: 
“ How arc you getting along with

trip through the Arab states, I 
toid Ben-Gurion that every Arab 
leader I met raised the refugee 
problem, and everyone also ex­ 
pressed genuine fear of ‘the Israe­ 
li Army. They seemed to feel the 
Israeli Army was endowed with 
either divine or satanic strength. 
"Are you sure it is fear?" Ben- 
Gurion replied. "I think it is also 
the desire to destroy Israel. They 
use the excuse of fear to nurture 
the desire to destroy us. 
"If they are afraid, then why 
don't they sit down with us and 
negotiate a nonaggression pact?” 
he continued. “Let us have a trea­ 
ty of friendship and peace. We 
are ready at any time.” 
I told Ben-Gurion that while e- 
tremist Arabs would never rest 
until Israel was destroyed, I had 
met more moderate Arabs who 
knew

was 
here to stay. 
They felt that if he made the

come back, only a handful would 
come. 
"Our whole problem,” he said, 
“ is migration. We are working to 
:akc care of people from all over 
the world 
and I am afraid we 
shall have to take care of m any 
moi e.

Russia and if Russia opens her 
doors to let them depart. I have 
reason to beLieve that one-half of 
them would want to come out. 
What we will do with them 1 do 
not know. «We have managed in the 
past and we shall manage again. 
"If Israel ever ceases taking in 
immigrants, then our reason 
for 
being ceases. People migrate to 
the United States to better them- 
selves. They migrate here because 
they want to live in Israel. 
"We could become self-support­ 
ing in a few years if we cut off 
immigration But if we cut on the 
people who want to come here we 
lose our reason for being.”

“We 
have won new security and free­

housed them, settled them on th? 
land. We are pushing ahead in 
the Negev • he 
referred 
to

southern desert which is being ir­ 
rigated).

ships to Elath. We are laying a 
pipeline across the desert. 
“These things 
we 
have done. 
They have not been easy, but w« 
have done them.” 
"Last year when I was here,” 
I reminded Ben-Gurioo'u,

and 
Egypt with France and England 
coming in 
and 
Russia 
and th* 
United States staying out. What 
would you advise me to predict 
this time?” 
"Peace," replied the P r i m e 
Minister without hesitation, “—as 
far as Israel is concerned." 
I would agree with that predic­ 
tion — as far a* Israel is con­ 
cerned. But Israel alone does not 
c o n t r o l the peace of the Near 
East. And, judging from the tem­ 
per of the Arab states, especial­ 
ly Syria, I fear that Ben-Gurion 
may be a modern-day Moses.

In every land bent under a tyrants’ yoke, 
two things stand out: ( l ) a controlled press and (2) an in­ 
timidated church. You may put it down for a truism that 
there cannot Icng be a free church in a nation which has a 
slave press. By the same token, a free press will not endure 
alongside an imprisoned church. 
The two thus are dependent on each other and complemen­ 
tary to each other. The press maintains freedom of the mind 
and the church preserves freedom of the spirit. Both are 
necessary* Take one away and the other is sorely distressed. 
Perhaps it is significant that the first Article of the Bill 
of Rights recognizes this church-press partnership hv pro­ 
viding specifically that Congress shall make no law (1) 
respecting the establishment of religion and (2) abridging 
freedom of press or speech. A third prohibition forbids any 
abridgement of the right to assemble peacefully together. 
It is significant that the founders of our country placed 
these two guarantees of press freedom and religious free­ 
dom together hack to back. 
As newspapers of this nation observe their “week” and 
dedicate them selves to the cherished task of keeping the 
people informed, they salute the churches of the land for 
their transcendent responsibility of keeping people faithful 
to their religious beliefs. 
No faithful nation served bv an informed press is likely 
to ever fall prey to false doctrine or false god.

The farmer is not only isolated from tin* water mains and 
at a distance from community fire-fighting equipment, but 
must face the hazard of fire from many more causes than 
the city man. Further, he is in grave danger of losing not

all the means by which 
he makes his living. And everyone who has ever seen a tire 
in the country or joined in the battle against the flames is 
reminded of the fact that farm fires claim three thousands 
L \es a year.

It is not created all at once, with all its buildings and 
equipment of the same quality and up-to-dateness. Old build­ 
ings, like old machinery, gradually give way to new, and 
about the best most farmers can do is to see that replace­ 
ments and repairs give the utmost in tire protection. 
For this reason, abestos-eemerit building materials, in the 
form of fire-proof roofing and siding, board and corrugated 
sheets, are increasingly popular with thoughtful farmers. 
An abeatos-cement roof for the house or a barn, if you can 
go no farther, is probably the best possible protection against 
the building catching fire from the flaming brands of an­ 
other. Later on, board or siding of this same stone-like, un- 
hurnable. impervious material can be added. And when new 
buildings are needed, asbestos-cement will make them vir­ 
tually indestructible-proof against rats and mice, even ter­ 
m ites! 


Fire Prevention W eek is a warning and check-up week. It’s 
not a week in which you can accomplish—especially on the 
farm — all the corrections and improvements that might or 
even should be made. But it is the time to start, the time to 
see what should be done first, the time to remember that fire 
is no respecter of good intentions.

Taking the following precautions will mean greater safety 
for TV families: 
1. Call a competent repairman if you set needs fixing. 
TV sets contain high voltage and are too complex for ama­ 
teur “tinkering”. Unskilled handling can result in severe 
shock. 
2. See that the ventilating holes in your set are clear and 
open. This air space is necessary because TV sets generate 
considerable heat which accumulates when ventilation is cut 
oft. It may be dangerous, for instance, to install your set in 
a tight cubicle unless-it was especially manufactured for 
such installations. 
3. If you have an outside aerial it may increase the danger 
of lightning striking your home. Therefore, you should have 
a UL-listed lightning arrester. The arrester is inexpensive 
and usually is included in the installation of your set by a 
competent TV serviceman. Make certain it is part of your set 
4. When buying a television set, check to make sure that it 
has been listed by Underwriters’ Laboratories. Inc., a non­ 
profit organization which tests products for safety. The UL 
label means the set has been tested for both fire and shock 
hazards.
